Mr. Eprror—I was much gratified to 
notice in your paper of the 20th instant a 
communication in favor Thomas H. Ben- 
ton, of Missouri, as a candidate for the 
next Presidency. At this important pe- 
riod of our political existence, it is neces- 
sary that we should be well acquainted 
with the opinions and fitness of every man 
selected to fill important stations in our 
government; the people of this country’ 
haye too long entrusted the selection of 
their candidates to men of wealth and 
leisure, who, of course, would choose men 
of like views and sentiments with them- 
selves.

the high and the low, the Rrem and the 
voor, it would be an unqualified bles- 
sing.” 5 

Among the persons named as candi- 
dates for the important office of President 
of the United States, Thomas H. Benton 
fills the first rank, His talents, his ex- 
tensive information, his open, candid, and 
honorable avowal of his sentiments on the 
great leading measures which now divide 
the two political parties in this country‘ 
his firm and unyielding opposition to the 
high handed measures of a corrupt ma- 
jority of the Senate, together with his 
‘uniform and able support of the President 
in his stand against unconstitutional and 
uncqual legislation, have endeared him 
to the people; and he is now deservedly 
the most popular man in our country who 
is thought of or named as the successor to 
our present Chief Magistrate. It is to

States, and if elected, will vote against 
itsre-charter. ‘This institution has clear- 
ly shewn itself not only unworthy the fur- 
ther confidence of the American people, 
but if re-chartered, that it is and Will be 
dangerous to the harmonious movement 
of our political institutions. Allow me 
to be concise but explicit on this momen- 
tous subject. In the event that the pre- 
sent Uc should not be re-chartered, my 
opinions are asked for, as regards the po- 
licy and constitutionality of anotherbank. 
Tam clearly of the opinion that it is inex- 
pedient to create another bank, having 
the character of a national one. It ap- 
pears tome, no such bank can be made 
to answer the valuable purposes which 
may be expected to flow from it, without 
giving it exclusive privileges, great power 
und immense capital. And if such he the 
necessary consequences of its establish- 
ment, the same course of conduct and the 
same dangerous tendency of its influence 
upon the rights and liberties of the peo- 
ple, will ultimately, in my opinion, bo as 
completely developed as in the present.

The committee will furthor remark, 
that to pass the bill, would, in their opin- 
ion be settling a dangerous precedent; 
a general license and invitation would be 
given, to settloments on the sixteenth 
sections. The principle -being anco ad- 
mitted, that by making an improvement 
on those sections, persons would be enti- 
tled to pay, out of the township funds for 
the value of the labor expended—the 
means of townships for tho support of 
schools would very soon become exhanst- 
ed. All the reasons and grounds upon 
which the present application is founded, 
would apply with equal force, to cases 
which may arise hereafter. 

Ithas been the uniform policy of the 
State to prevent and punish unauthorized 
scttlementson the sixteenth sections; and 
no reason is perceived why that policy 
should be changed. The committee do 
not admit the correctness of the principle, 
that because a man enters upon land with- 
out authority, and makes an improvement, 
he is entitled to compensation for the la- 
bor expended; such a principle is at war 
with eound policy and the dictates of com- 
mon sense, and would lead to the entire 
prostration of all distinction between 
right and wrong. If aman who enters 
upon land in violation of law, is to be paid 
for improvements which he may make, 
merely upon the ground, that he has been 
deprived of his wrongful possession, it 
might ofton happen, that owners of land 
would be reduced to the necessity of cither 
surrendering their lands, or of paying 
exorbitant prices for improvements which 
they did not desire, and for which they 
had no use. And if sucha principle of 
action should prevail in reference to the 
sixteenth sections, the people would ha 
no security that the next generation would 
be benefitted in the least, by the grants 
of those sections. 

The present case shows how easy it is 
to procure signatures to a petition, and to 
impose upon an unsuspecting community 
Onc of the Trustees who is known to be 
man of Intelligence, signs the petition 
without investigating the facts, and there- 
by asks the General Assembly to appro- 
priate seventy-five dollars, and afterwards 
upon investigating the facts, he states, 
that the sum claimed is nearly double the 
amount paid for the improvement, 

The Committee, for the reasons herein 
stated, recommend the rejection of the

FOREIGN. 
Constantinople, Oct, 11—I wrote to 
you yesterday respecting the menacing 
state of affairs in Syria, and am enabled 
now to add, that an order has already been 
transmitted to Redschid Pasha to com- 
mence hostilities against Ibrahim in case 
the troops of the latter should pass the 
river Seikin. in Roumelia, on the borders 
of which Jics Anada, a city of Asiatic 
Turkey. We now know that Ibrahim has 
mbled several corps, and only waits 
for orders from Alexandriaand force- 
ments, in order to.occupy some points of, 
tho frontiers of Carmania. We are in 
great consternation at this news, and are 
apprehensive of a catastrophe similar to 
that of the last year, if the plans of Ibra- 
himshould not be counteracted by a new 
rising of the Syrians in Palestine. 
London, Nov. 8.—The Moniteur speaks 
of a telegmphic despatch from Bayonne, 
announcing the arrival of Gen. Mina, on 
the 30th, at Pampeluna. _ A Carlist bulle- 
tin was promulgated in Bayonne, which 
makes it appear that a double check was 
experienced by brigadier O’Doyle, on the 
27ih and 28th ult.” near Penacerrada.—

Most of the Paris papers published the 
Spanish law, as passed by both Chambers 
and sanctioned by the Regent, by which 
Don Carlos and his descendants are ex- 
cluded from the throne of Spain. 

RUSSIA. 

Weare enabled to state, that official 
accounts have just reached London of the 
total rout of a large Russian force by the 
Circassians: It is already well known 
that the inhabitants of some of the coun- 
tries bordering on the Caucasus, have been 
long in a state of insurrection, and, have 
occasioned much disturbance to the Rus- 
sians in that quarter of the empire. So 
general had this insurrection lately be- 
come, and so much did it tend to impede 
any military operations which Russia 
might desire to undertake in other direc 
tions, that the Emperor came to the reso- 
lution of making such a combinedattack 
upon the insurgents as must altogether 
crush the rebellion, and establish the Rus- 
sian authority in these districts. 

With this view a large force marched 
from Anapa, on the Black sea, and boing 
met about thirty miles south of that for- 
tress, by a Circassian army, much inferior 
in numbers, an obstinate engagement en- 
sued, in which the Russians were defeated- 
‘The Circassians remained masters of the 
field of battle, made a great many prison- 

and took 100 ammunition wagons, 
veral pieces of artillery. Although 
the loss of some thousands of \diers can 
cause no yery sensible diminution of the 
military strength of Russia, persons well 
acquainted with the circumstances of the 
country in which this defeat has taken 
place, seem to think that its moral. effect 
upon the insurgent tribes in those dis- 
tricts, will be such as considerably to in- 
crease the difficulty which Russia has 
ready experienced in attempting thei: 
jugation.
